OVERVIEW: 


On Sunday, April 22, 2007, Sergeants Stefanie Fredericks and Clay Anderson of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the Compton Sheriff Station area regarding a deputy- 
involved hit shooting. Internal Affairs Bureau Acting Lieutenant Michael Berg also 
responded. Upon the team’s arrival, Sergeant Berg confirmed that Compton supervisory 
personnel had been monitoring the involved deputies. Sergeant Richard Garcia and 
Detective Mitch Robinson from Homicide Bureau responded to conduct the investigation. 
The following is an overview of the incident. 


Deputies Raul Magadan (driver) and» 00kman) were working Unit 282B 
(refer to shift in-service, Exhibit E), on PM Shift. At approximately 1526 hours, while 
performing routine patrol in the area of Gibson and San Carlos Streets, in the county area 
of East Rancho Dominguez, they were flagged down by a female citizen. The female 
ined that he and another male friend, later identified as vt lll 

land had just been assaulted by Suspect Domingo Gomez. e 
victims told deputies that the suspect had threatened them with a box-cutter and a large 
pipe. The victims gave deputies a description of the suspect and told them the suspect 
had fled the location on foot just prior to their arrival. The victims indicated the suspect had 
run south on Gibson Avenue to east on San Carlos, a distance of approximately one city 
block. 


Deputies Magadan anc EE rove from Gibson Avenue, to east on San Carlos at 
which time they spotted the suspect running east, approximately mid-block, on San Carlos. 
The suspect ran into the front yard of| an Carlos (later identified as the suspect and 
his M siden<) and stopped.

W-s. 


Magadan and SEE stopped their radio car in front of the location and exited their 
vehicle. Each of the deputies took a position of cover behind individual brick pillars that 
separated the front yard of the location from the sidewalk. The suspect was holding a 
large, approximate 3' long, metal pipe and stood near the front porch of the location, 
approximately ten to fifteen feet away from the deputies. The suspect refused to comply 
with the deputies repeated commands, both in English and Spanish, to drop the pipe, and 
he repeatedly challenged the deputies to fight. The deputies remained behind the brick 
pillars, holding the suspect at gunpoint, while awaiting the arrival of units responding to 
their assistance request. 
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After approximately one minute, the suspect suddenly dropped the pipe on the ground and 
retrieved a gun from his back waistband area. The weapon resembled an Uzi-type gun, 
black in color, and had an orange tip on the barrel. Both deputies recognized the gun as 
a toy and did not fire their weapons. During the standoff, the suspect repeatedly ignored 
the commands of the deputies to drop his weapon. The suspect's} VI 

then opened the front door of the house and began pleading with the suspect to stop what 
he was doing. The suspect continued to challenge the deputies to fight, then suddenly 
threw the gun on the ground. He grabbed e they retreated inside the house, 
closing the front door behind them. 


Less than one minute later, the suspect returned to the front door, opened it, and exited 
the threshold of the door while holding a large wood handled kitchen-type butcher knife 
in his hand. The suspect continued to ignore deputies’ commands to drop the knife, as 
well as the pleading of DE YO once again stood in the doorway. The suspect then 
suddenly turned and forcefully shoved nis 2 inside the house, entered behind 
her, and closed/locked the front door behind him. 


Unsure if the suspect was about to harm his B Deputy] left his position 
behind the brick pillar and ran up to the door to ascertain if it was locked. intent 
was to open the door, but not to enter, enabling he and his partner to maintain a visual of 
what was going on inside; however, the door was locked. MEME testes to his radio 
car and retrieved a stun bag shotgun from the trunk. 


Assisting Deputies Vergilian Bolder and Daniel Vizcarra arrived at the location 
approximately thirty seconds after Magadan and mii. call for assistance. 
Bolder and Vizcarra saw the suspect standing near the front door with the butcher knife in 
his hands when they arrived. They took up positi ver behind their radio car which 
was parked in the street behind Magadan ni- 


After the suspect retreated into the house and locked the door, the deputies could hear a 
commotion, as if a physical fight was ensuing inside the house, and the noise was moving 
in a westerly direction. All four deputies began repositioning themselves to the west side 
of the house, but maintained a visual of both the front and west doors of the house. As 
they did so, the west door of the house opened and the suspect's EP xited the house 
screaming for help. The suspect exited directly behind her and grabbed her from behind. 
The suspect was standing behind his B as if using her as a shield, while holding on 
to her and preventing her escape. It appeared to the deputies that the [vas in 
distress as evidenced by her fighting to get away and her screams for help. 


The suspect held the butcher knife in his right hand while holding his [With his left 
arm wrapped around her upper body area/neck area. 
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Deputy EE who had repositioned himself to the front yard of the house immediately 
west of the location, saw the suspect_raise his right hand and then start to move it 
downward as if he was going to stab his [J The suspect's [nad partially fallen 
to the ground, exposing the suspect's upper body. cree and ready with the 
stunbag, fired one round at the suspect’s upper body. believed the stunbag 
round hit the suspect as he saw the suspect flinch sideways, but it had no other apparent 
effect. Deputy Magadan, who stood in the same front yard area a a few feet to 
a also saw the suspect's movements with the knife as if preparing to stab 
Immediately after, and nearly simultaneously ‘icing of the 
stunbag, Deputy Magadan fired two consecutive rounds from his departmentally issued 
Beretta 92F handgun, then stopped to reassess. Magadan intentionally aimed his weapon 
at the suspect’s upper body and fired two rounds, in an effort to stop the suspect from 
killing his He stopped firing his weapon to reassess the suspect's actions, and to 
ensure his rounds had not hit the suspect SNE Magadan did not know if either of his 
rounds hit the suspect as it was not readily apparent. 


Immediately Wa AA Magadan fired their weapons, the suspect raised the knife 
in an overhand fashion and forcefully threw it at Deputy| AA forced to 
move out of the flying knife’s path and it landed on the ground a few feet away from him. 
Deputy Bolder, who stood more toward the front of the location, on the sidewalk between 
the location and the house to the west of it, saw the suspect raise his hand to throw the 
knife at Deputy [EEE Bolder fired one round from his departmentally issued Beretta 
92F handgun atthe suspect. Bolder said he fired with the intention of stopping the suspect 
from throwing the knife at Deputy] Bolder aimed his sites at the upper body of 
the suspect, in an effort not to strike the suspect's M He reassessed after one round, 
and realized the suspect had thrown the knife and was no longer armed. Bolder was not 
sure if the round he fired hit the suspect as it had no apparent effect. Deputy Vizcarra, 
Bolder’s partner, did not fire his weapon during this incident, as he was positioned 
somewhat behind Deputy Bolder, and was handling the radio traffic duties. Vizcarra 
announced, via radio, that there had been a shooting and assisted in directing units into 
the location. 


Immediately after being shot at, the suspect dragged hi: ack inside the house, via 
the west door, and closed the door behind him. The deputies requested the Special 
Enforcement Bureau respond and they maintained a perimeter on the location. SEB 
arrived approximately ten minutes later. Shortly after SEB’s arrival, the suspect voluntarily 
surrendered to the team outside of the location. After he surrendered, deputies learned 
the suspect had been struck once in the left upper arm/shoulder area with one round. The 
bullet lodged in the suspect's chest cavity. The suspect's sustained no visible 
injuries during the incident. No department personnel were injured during the incident. 


A black metal pipe, a toy Uzi-type gun, and a large butcher knife were recovered from the 
house, as well as a blood-soaked shirt the suspect had been wearing during the shooting 
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(refer to photographs, Exhibit C). 


The suspect was transported to Saint Francis Hospital and was treated by Doctor Frederic 
Stafford for the bullet wound to his shoulder. Medical personnel elected to leave the bullet 


in the suspect’s chest cavity and did not remove it. 


IAB Note: There were no photos taken of the suspect’s injury as the suspect 
refused to speak with Homicide investigators after this incident. In addition, 
there were no medical records requested by Homicide at the time of the 
incident, and thus are not included with this review.

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INJURIES: 


SUSPECT 

Domingo Gomez received one gunshot wound to his left upper arm/shoulder area and was 
treated at Saint Francis Hospital immediately after being taken into custody. He was 
treated by the attending emergency room physician, Dr. Frederic Stafford. Doctor Stafford 
told Homicide Investigators the suspect sustained one gun shot wound to the left shoulder 
and the bullet had lodged in the suspect's chest cavity. 


The medical staff elected to leave the bullet in the suspect’s chest and not to remove it. 


There were no photos taken of the suspect's injury at the time of this incident. In addition, 
there were no medical records requested by Homicide investigators at the time of the 
incident, and thus they are not included with this review. Further, it is unknown what effect, 
if any the stun bag had, or where it struck the suspect, if at all. 


EMPLOYEES 

No departmental personnel were injured during this incident. 

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE:

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS: 


The physical evidence at the shooting scene (positions of the deputy’s shell casings, stun 
bag round, the suspect's knife, toy gun, metal pipe, and evidence recovered at the scene) 
appears to be consistent with the deputies’ versions of the events. 


Refer to the Homicide Book (Exhibit A, pages 13-19) for additional scene observations. 
Also, refer to Exhibit C for photographs of the scene, weapons, and property damage. 
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WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Bolder, Vergilian 

Departmental-issued service firearm; Beretta 92F, 9mm, serial MA 1 round of 
duty issue 9mm ammunition fired. Prior to the shooting, Bolder carried his weapon with 
15 rounds in the magazine and one in the chamber. Following the shooting, he had 14 
rounds in his magazine, and one in the chamber. 


Bolder was approximately 120-30 feet from the suspect's location when he fired. Refer to 
the Property Damage section for additional information. Also refer to the Crime Lab 
examination of Bolder’s weapon (Exhibit A, page 58, Lab receipt #J846243). 


Deputy Magadan, Raul 

Departmental-issued service firearm; Beretta 92F, 9mm, serial mI 2 rounds of 
duty issue 9mm ammunition fired. Prior to the shooting, Magadan carried his weapon 
with 15 rounds in the magazine and one in the chamber. Following the shooting, he had 
13 rounds in his magazine, and one in the chamber. 


Magadan was approximately 20-30 feet from the suspect when he fired. Refer to the 
Property Damage section for additional information. Also refer to the Crime Lab 
examination of Magadan’s weapon (Exhibit A, page 57, Lab receipt J846243).

Deputy sed a stunbag gun to fire one stunbag round at the suspect. == 
was approximately 25 feet (estimated from proximity to Deputy Madagan’s position). 


WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT: 


Suspect Gomez used a 3' foot long metal pipe, a large chunk of metal, and box cutter to 

threaten citizens and damage their vehicles. Gomez then confronted deputies by refusing 

to obey their commands to drop his weapons, and by challenging them to fight. Gomez 

used the pipe, and a toy gun, to threaten/challenge the deputies prior to the shooting. 

Gomez then retrieved a large wooden handled kitchen butcher knife to assault his iii 
and he subseguently threwthe knife at Deputy Weapons used against the 

deputies were recovered (Exhibit A, page 60).

LIGHTING OR WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The streets were fully illuminated by the ambient daylight. The weather on the day of this 
incident was cloudy, with intermittent rain showers. According to the deputies’ statements, 
it was not raining at the time of this incident. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES’ STATEMENTS:

Eh ad a partner, Deputy Raul Magadan, and the day of the incident was 
the first time they had worked in a car together. si: that at the beginning of the 
shift he and Magadan briefly discussed who would be in charge of the radio and general 
tadio car basics.

She told them a man had just pulled out 
a knife on them and had just fled the location on foot. The female directed the deputies to 
San Carlos Street where the suspect had fled to. She gave a brief description of the 
suspect. 


land Magadan turned east on San Carlos street and BB -icy sawa 
man matching the suspect running eastbound, approximately mid-block, on the north 
sidewalk of the street. He said the ran into the front yard of San Carlos (later 
identified as the suspect and a and stopped in the front yard.

|e both he and his partner yelled out several commands at the suspect to drop 
his weapon. partner, Deputy Magadan, was yelling commands in English and 
Spanish. The suspect’ hen opened the screen door and began yelling something, 
but -ouid not understand what she was saying. JEEP aid the suspect pointed 
the gun back and forth between him and his partner for approximately 15-30 seconds, at 
which point he discarded it on the ground. The suspect then forcefully pushed his M 
back into the house. He entered the house behind his end closed the door behind 
him. aid his partner began putting out radio traffic while he ran to the front door 
of the house. said he wanted to open the front door, not to make entry, but to 
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allow them to have a visual on what was going on inside the house. | not able 
to open the door because it was locked. B- retrieved a stunbag from his radio 
car, which was parked a few feet away.

as the pace in which it evolved, coupled with the suspect's actions, did not allow them the 
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time to do so. Despite that, elt it was clear to his partners that he would be the 
designated less lethal deputy because he was the one with the stunbag in his possession. 
ME ccc that although he recognized the threat to both himself and the suspect's 
a fe deadly force justifiable, he utilized the less-lethal stun bag because that is 
what he had in his hands when this rapidly evolving incident occurred. 


Ju... he immediately reported the force he used to supervision. 


Deputy Raul Magadan 

Deputy Magadan worked the PM patrol shift, as Unit 2828, in full Class A uniform, and was 
the driver of a marked black and white patrol car. The weapons he had on his person 
during this incident were his departmentally issued Beretta 92F, a back-up .38 caliber Smith 
and Wesson handgun in his pants pocket, and a collapsible baton on his gun belt. 
Magadan had a partner, dept jaa and the day of the incident was the first 
time they had worked in a car together. 


Deputy Magadan said and the beginning of the shift he and cry discussed 
tactics, such as what they would do if they became involved in a foot/vehicle pursuit, and 
who would be in charge of the radio. 


Magadan and his partner were traveling south on Gibson Avenue when they were flagged 
down by a female and male hispanic who were standing in the middle of the northbound 
lane of traffic. The female told the deputies that the suspect had just assaulted he 

with a knife and the suspect had just fled the scene on foot, last seen running east on San 
Carlos Street. The female gave the deputies the suspect’s description as a male Hispanic 
wearing a black jacket and blue jeans. 


Magadan said he drove the radio car from south on Gibson to east on San Carlos where 
he saw a male, matching the description of the suspect, running in full stride in an easterly 
direction. When Magadan first saw the suspect, he (the suspect) was approximately mid- 
block between Gibson Street and the cul-de-sac end of San Carlos Street, running east on 
the north sidewalk. Magadan and his partner confirmed with each other their belief that was 
the assault suspect. Magadan added that he and his partner did not have time to formulate 
a tactical plan as the suspect's actions were dictating an immediate response. 


As the deputies approached the suspect in their radio car, the suspect stopped in the front 
yard of a house af an Carlos Street, standing approximately five feet away from the 
front door of the location, with his back to the door, facing the sidewalk. 


Magadan said he did not know whether the suspect lived at the location or not. They 
immediately exited their vehicle and took up positions of cover behind the brick wall and 
pillars that separated the front yard from the sidewalk (Refer to photos, Exhibit C). After 
obtaining cover, Magadan then realized the suspect was holding what appeared to be an 
approximate 3' long metal pipe in his hands (Refer to Photos, Exhibit C). Magadan put out 
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a radio broadcast that he and his partner were detaining a possible “245 suspect’ at 
gunpoint and requested assistance. 


Magadan and his partner then began yelling orders at the suspect, in both Spanish and 
English. 


IAB Note: Deputy Magadan is fluent in both languages. 


The deputies repeatedly ordered the suspect to drop the pipe. The suspect responded, in 
Spanish, by challenging both deputies to fight him and telling them that he would drop the 
pipe when they dropped their guns. Magadan said while he and ere shouting 
commands at the suspect, a female Hispanic (later identified as} the suspect's 
HE opened the front door of the house behind where the suspect stood. 


Magadan told the female, in Spanish, to go back inside the house. She refused, and 
instead began pleading with the suspect to stop what he was doing and listen to the 
deputies. 


Magadan said the suspect then suddenly dropped the pipe from his hands, reached into his 
back waistband area and retrieved a black, Uzi-type handgun with an orange tip (Refer to 
photos, Exhibit C). Magadan said from his vantage point, approximately 10-12 feet away 
from the suspect, he immediately recognized the gun as a replica/toy. With that, he did not 
fire his handgun at the suspect when the suspect pointed the toy gun in his direction. 


Magadan and HB inua to order the suspect to drop his weapon, but the suspect 
refused; instead, the suspect waved the gun back and forth, alternately pointing the gun at 
each of the deputies. Magadan said he then began to wonder if the suspect was mentally 
unstable based on his erratic behavior. 


After a short time, the suspect suddenly discarded the toy gun onto the ground, grabbed his 

ho was standing just outside the front door of the house, and forced her back 
inside the house. The suspect entered the house and closed the front door. Magadan said 
that shortly before the suspect forced his inside the house, Deputies Bolder and 
Vizcarra arrived on-scene and assisted by taking cover and holding the scene. Magadan 
estimated the time that elapsed between their initial contact with the suspect until he forced 
his inside the house was approximately one minute. While the suspect was inside 
the house, Magadan’s partner Demu aaa the stun-bag shotgun from the 
trunk of their radio car. Magadan said after approximately thirty seconds had elapsed, the 
suspect reappeared at the front door of the house, and this time he possessed a large, 
wooden-handled, kitchen butcher knife (Refer to Photos, Exhibit C). 


Magadan said the suspect ua reemerged from the house, via at the front door. 


Magadan and his partners yelled repeated orders at the suspect to drop the knife, which he 
ignored. The suspect responded by waving the knife at them and telling them he would put 
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the knife down when they dropped their guns. The suspect then suddenly grabbed his 

land while holding the knife to her throat, he forced her back inside the house. 
Magadan described that the suspect held his From behind, as if she were a hostage 
and he was using her as a shield. The suspect dragged his nto the house and 
closed the front door. Deputy Daniel Vizcarra then began broadcasting radio traffic that 
they had a barricaded suspect at the location, and directing assisting units to them. 


Soon after the suspect forced ris EE nto the house, Magadan and his partners heard 
a “commotion” coming from inside the house. He described the noise as voices and a 
struggle, as if a fight was ensuing. The deputies heard the noise moving in a westerly 
direction. 


Realizing there was a door on the west side of the house, Magadan and shite 
their location from the front brick wall/pillars to the front yard of the house next door and 
west of the location (Refer to photos, Exhibit C). Magadan explained that although they 
had not verbalized a plan between them, as this incident was very rapidly evolving, he 
believed M 2s going to be the designated person to utilize less lethal weaponry, and 
he would be the designated shooter based on the weapons they had at the ready. 


Magadan said the west facing door of the house suddenly opened and he saw the suspect 
holding his who was fighting in an apparent attempt to escape the suspect's grasp. 
The suspect's fell to the ground, landing on her buttocks, while the suspect stood 
over her with the knife in his right hand. Magadan said he was standing in the grass area 
of the house next door to the location approximately 20-30 feet away from the suspect. 
Magadan’s partner, Deputy was standing to his left. 


Magadan heard the suspect Screaming and Dena for = and then saw the 


suspect moving his arm downward toward his Deput ired one round 
from his stunbag at the suspect's upper body. 


Magadan said he believed the stunbag round struck the suspect's upper body but he was 
not sure because it had no obvious effect. Magadan estimated the time that elapsed 
between the suspect's emergence from the west door and time D- the stunbag 
as thirty seconds. 


Within 3-5 seconds afte ca the stunbag, Magadan realized the suspect's hand 
was moving downward, still holding the knife with the blade pointing down, in stabbing 
motion toward his Fearing the suspect was about to stab his HUU agadan 
took aim at the suspect’s upper body and fired two consecutive rounds from his Beretta 92F 
handgun. Magadan said that based on the suspect's position, and that of his who 
was on the ground below him, he had a clear shot of the suspect from the waist up and he 
intentionally aimed at the suspect’s upper body when he fired. Magadan fired two rounds, 
then stopped and reassessed. His intention was to stop the threat, and do so without 
harming the suspect's. Magadan said he stopped firing after two rounds in order 
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to assess the suspect’s actions, and to ensure he had not harmed the female. Magadan 
believed one of his rounds hit the suspect because the suspect reacted by 
throwing the knife at opus iii aaa said after firing his handgun, he saw the 
suspect raise the knife over his head and forcefully throw it in the direction of Deputy 
as forced to move out of the path of the flying knife and it landed on 

the ground nearby [EE Magadan said that Deputy Vergilian Bolder, who was standing 
to his right near the sidewalk area of the location, recognized that the suspect was going 
to throw the knife at Deputy ae: he, Bolder, fired one round from his handgun at 
the suspect. The only reaction from the suspect was that he once again grabbed his 
en dragged her back into the house, via the west door. The door closed behind 

them. 


Magadan said they broadcasted via radio that they had been involved in a shooting, and 
continued to contain the location. Several assisting units arrived, as well as Aero Bureau 
and deputies from the Special Enforcement Bureau arrived. Magadan said he was 
removed from the scene prior to the arrest of the suspect. 


Magadan said during the incident, and at the time he fired his weapon, he knew the 
backdrop consisted of the house, and there were no other persons in sight, with the 
exception of the suspect and his Magadan was unaware of there being any other 
persons inside the home. 


IAB Note: It was later learned there was nobody else inside the house when the 
incident occurred. 


Magadan said he chose to use lethal force, rather than any other weapons he had available 
to him, based on the nature of the threat, coupled with the fact a human’s safety was in 
immediate jeopardy, and the fact that less lethal force had been utilized and had not been 
effective. 


Magadan reported the use of force to supervision immediately. 


Deputy Vergilian Bolder 

Deputy Bolder worked the PM patrol shift, as Unit 287D, in full Class A uniform and was the 
passenger in a marked black and white patrol car. The weapons he had on his person 
during this incident were his departmentally issued Beretta 92F, a back-up Smith and 
Wesson handgun in his pant’s pocket, a taser in a holster, and a collapsible baton on his 
gun belt. Bolder had a partner, Deputy Daniel Vizcarra, and they had worked together as 
radio car partners off and on over the past four years. Bolder said he and Vizcarra had 
discussed tactics on numerous occasions during their radio car partnerships. 


Bolder said he and his partner were approximately one-half mile away fro tion 
when they heard an assistance request via radio that Deputies Magadan an ere 
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detaining a “245 suspect” at gunpoint. Bolder and Vizcarra responded Code-3 to the 
location, arriving approximately thirty seconds after the radio broadcast. They positioned 
their radio car in the street behind Magadan andl radio car. The first thing Bolder 
saw was Deputy Magadan taking cover behind a brick pillar on the sidewalk in front of the 
location, and he was detaining the suspect at gun point. Bolder saw the suspect standing 
approximately 20 or 25 feet away from and in front of Magadan in the threshold of the front 
doorway of the house. The suspect was holding a large kitchen knife by the handle and 
was waving it at Magadan OA Bolder heard Deputy Magadan giving the suspect 
repeated commands to drop the knife, put the knife down, and to put his hands up. The 
suspect responded by ignoring Magadan’s commands and yelling something back at 
Magadan. Bolder could not hear what exactly the suspect was yelling. 


Bolder exited the passenger side of the radio car an ted by Deputy, who 
asked himif he had a stunbag in his car. Bolder told e did not. He added that he 
believed Itimately retrieved a stunbag from the back of his own radio car. 


Bolder said he drew his taser from its holster, as well as his handgun, holding one in each 
hand and took cover behind the engine block of his radio car. He said he saw a female, 
later identified as the suspect’: bet appear in the front doorway behind the 
suspect. After a few more verbal exchanges between Magadan and the suspect, the 
suspect retreated into the house. Bolder could not recall how many times the suspect 
entered and exited the front door of the house but thought it could have been more than 
once during the initial scene he witnessed between Magadan and the suspect. Bolder said 
after watching the suspect's behavior (irate, ignoring deputies’ commands), he believed the 
suspect was possibly under the influence of drugs, alcohol, or just in some sort of altered 
state. 


Bolder said shortly after the suspect enter the front door of the house, his (Bolder’s) 
attention was drawn to the west door of the house. He saw the suspect's ome 
running out the door. 


Bolder repositioned himself to the southwest side of the house and stood approximately ten 
to twenty feet from the west door. He elected to leave his position of cover behind the radio 
car because he felt he could better assist the suspect sM" needed. Bolder saw the 
suspect grab his ind a struggle ensued between them. Bolder said Deputies 
Magadan and had also positioned themselves on the west side of the location; 
however, they stood in the front grass area of the house directly west of the location, and 
Bolder took a position more toward the front sidewalk area. Bolder said from his position 
the west door of th il s directly north of him. Bolder described his position, as well 
as Madagan’s asi. being an L-shape (refer to sketch, Exhibit D). Vizcarra 
was positioned somewhat behind Deputy Bolder and had assumed radio responsibility. 


Bolder said the suspect and his HB strucgied in the doorway, and he could hear the 
suspect’ creaming for help while trying to get away from the suspect. He said the 
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suspect was yelling something as well but he could not hear what was being said because 
of the noise from the circling Aero Bureau helicopter. He saw the suspect had the large 
kitchen knife in his hand and he began to move it in an overhand and downward stabbing 
motion as if he was going to stab his M He saw Deputy Fre one round from 
the stunbag at the suspect. He was not sure whether or not the stunbag round actually hit 
the suspect because there was no obvious reaction by the suspect. Bolder estimated the 
i elapsed between the suspect's B omino out the west door and the time 
ee the stunbag as five to ten seconds. 


Bolder said that approximately one si Ti. the stunbag, Deputy 
Magadan (who was positioned to Depu right) fired two rounds from his handgun 
at the suspect. He was not sure if the rounds struck the suspect or not. 


Bolder added that despite his recognition of the immediate threat to the female's life, he 
chose not to fire his handgun at that point because his positioning limited his line of sight 
of the suspect, and tre Misioni in front of the suspect prevented him from 
taking a clear shot of the suspect at that moment. Bolder explained that the suspect and 
his| were standing up in the doorway of the location, the standing in front of 
the suspect and the suspect standing behind her with his arm around her neck. He said 
that he could still see the suspect’s shoulders and head area despite the fact the suspect's 
as standing in front of him. 


Bolder said somehow during the struggle between the suspect and ris she fell to 
the ground in front of the suspect. The suspect then raised his arm, in an overhand fashion, 

reparing to throw the large kitchen knife at Deputy ZA Recognizing the threat to 
a sary, coupled with the fact he now had a clear line of sight of the suspect, 
Bolder fired one round at the suspect from a distance_of approximately 20-30 feet in an 
attempt to prevent the suspect from harming Deputy He said he intentionally 
aimed his handgun’s sights at the upper torso area of the suspect to prevent accidental 
harm to the suspect's} ho was on the ground in front of him. Bolder said he did not 
know if the round he fired hit the suspect or not as the only response he got from the 
suspect was his retreat into the house. 


The suspect grabbed ris end dragged her back inside the west door of the house, 
closing the door behind them. 


Bolder said he retreated back behind his radio car in order to contain the location from a 
position of safety. The shooting was then broadcast via radio, and he and his partners 
remained in containment positions until the Special Enforcement Bureau arrived. Shortly 
after, Bolder was removed from the scene, and because of that he was not on scene when 
the suspect was arrested. 


Bolder said that during this incident he did not feel he had any other viable option available 
other than the use of deadly force. He based that on the fact that less-lethal force had 
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already been utilized and had not been effective, and he was not close enough to the 
suspect to use his taser, coupled with the fact the suspect was preparing to throw the knife 
at a deputy. He added that he did make the choice to fire his handgun because another 
deputy had done so before him; instead, he based his decision on his own recognition of 
a threat to his partner’s safety. 


Bolder said there had been no tactical plan discussed between him and his partners prior 
to the shooting because the rapid pace and changing events prevented them from doing 
so. He added that because Dej uty bac armed himself with the stunbag, he had 
the implied belief that hE cout be the designated less lethal person. Bolder said 
when he fired his handgun, he was aware that the backdrop was the driveway area of the 
location and there were no other persons present in that area besides the suspect and his 


Deputy Bolder immediately reported his use of force to supervision. 


SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Witness Deputy Daniel Vizcarra was Deputy Vergilian Bolder’s partner the day of this 
incident, working PM Unit 287D. Vizcarra was wearing his full Class A uniform, and was the 
driver of a black and white radio car. 


Vizcarra said he and his partner responded to an assistance request regarding a “245 
suspect” being detained. They arrived approximately 30 seconds after the request for 
assistance wi Vizcarra stopped the car and parked it in the street behind 
Magadan niall cc car. 


Upon their arrival at the location, Vizcarra saw Deputies Magadan and HB china 
cover and the suspect standing near the front door of the residence waving a knife. He 
could not understand what the suspect was saying, but the suspect was yelling and 
screaming in what sounded like Spanish. 


IAB Note: Deputy Vizcarra speaks both English and Spanish. 


Magadan and| elling the suspect, “Drop the weapon. Drop the knife. Step out. 
Step away from the door,” repeatedly, “Drop the weapon. Drop the knife, ” in both English 
and Spanish, but the suspect would not comply. The suspect went in and out of the 
threshold of the door before finally retreating inside and closing the front door. 


Vizcarra and É = i cover behind their radio car. Vizcarra could hear both Deputies 


Less than ten seconds after the front door closed, Vizcarra’s attention was drawn to the 
west door of the house being flung open and an unknown female, later identified as the 
suspect's EE exiting the door. The suspect violently exited the west door behind his 
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es banging the door against the wall as he exited. The suspect was yelling 
incoherently and still had the knife in his hand. It appeared the suspect was going to 
assault or kill his[Joecause he grabbed her, in a headlock fashion, and began 
dragging her backwards into the house, while continuing to wave the knife around. He 
added that although the suspect's Eas still on her feet, she was not standing fully 
erect because she was bent over from being dragged backwards. She struggled to get 
away but was unsuccessful. Vizcarra and Bolder left their positions behind the radio car 
and moved to get a better visual of the altercation. Vizcarra took up a position on the 
sidewalk directly south of the west door, and Bolder stood in front of and just to the right of 
Vizcarra. Vizcarra then assumed radio traffic duties and was putting out information over 
the radio as the incident unfolded. 


Vizcarra saw Deputies MEn Magadan had repositioned themselves onto the front 
lawn of the house immediately west of the location. Both deputies again shouted orders at 
the suspect to drop the knife, but the suspect refused. He maintained his grip on hi 

and continued to wave the knife around. Vizcarra saw Deput ire one round at 
the suspect from the stunbag. He did not know if the stunbag round hit the suspect or not, 
but it did not seem to have any effect on the suspect. Immediately after Fre the 
stunbag, Vizcarra heard Deputy Magadan fire two rounds from his Beretta. The suspect 
continued his assault, apparently unfazed, and raised the knife over his shoulder. The 
suspect threw the knife at Deputies Mn Magadan, who stood next to each other 
in the grass west of the suspect. He threw the knife in an overhand and forceful manner. 
The knife landed in the grass next to Deputy EEE Vizcarra then heard Deputy Bolder 
fire one round from his Beretta. Vizcarra said that when Magadan, and Bolder 
fired their weapons, he had a visual of the suspect's upper body and the suspect’s| 

was located in front of the suspect's lower body area. After Bolder fired at the suspect, the 
suspect's only reaction was to drag nis I ac inside the house and close the door 
behind them. Vizcarra estimated that the elapsed time between the stunbag round being 
fired, and the final round being fired by Deputy Bolder as less than one minute. 


The deputies took cover behind their radio cars and contained the location until the Special 
Enforcement Bureau arrived. 


Vizcarra said that although the situation was too fluid and rapidly evolving for them to join 
up and form a plan, he took it upon himself to assume the radio traffic duties. 


Although he had his gun drawn, the fact he was talking on the radio coupled with the fact 
that Deputy Bolder was in his line of fire dictated the necessity for him to remain disciplined 
and not use fo imself. He added that had he been put in the position that Bolder, 
Magadan, en A in, he too would have felt the need to use deadly force. 


Vizcarra said he did not see any other persons besides the suspect and ris > the 


area that his partners fired their weapons. He was not aware of there being anyone else 
inside the location during this incident. 
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Witness Deputy John O’Hara is the Aero Bureau observer and responded to the scene 
via helicopter after hearing radio traffic regarding a deputy detaining a suspect at gunpoint. 
O'Hara and his partner, Pilot Deputy Sheila Sinclair, arrived on scene approximately thirty 
seconds after the radio broadcast. O'Hara and his partner established an orbit over the 
scene at approximately 400 feet above ground and 50 M.P.H. 


As the helicopter orbited the scene, O’Hara saw deputies posted at the front of the location. 
O'Hara saw the suspect standing next in the doorway of the partially opened security door. 
O'Hara lost sight of the suspect momentarily, due to the helicopter orbit. 


When O'Hara regained sight of the front door, the suspect had apparently retreated back 
inside the house as he was no longer in sight. 


While assisting Compton units with establishing a containment of the location, O'Hara 
noticed some civilians walking in a back yard nearby the location. O'Hara broadcast his 
observations via radio. As soon as he released the microphone, deputies broadcast they 
had been involved in a shooting. The orbit of the helicopter brought into view that deputies 
had repositioned themselves to the west side of the location and appeared to be looking in 
the direction of a door on the west side of the house. As the door came into view, O'Hara 
saw what appeared to be a pair of legs clad in dark colored pants in the west doorway. 
O'Hara was unable to see anything else, such as whom the legs belonged to. O’Hara’s 
partner then told him she had seen something fly through the air in the direction of the 
deputies. O'Hara, utilizing his binoculars, and saw a large kitchen knife laying in the grass 
west of the location.

Witness Deputy Sheila Sinclair is the pilot of the Aero Bureau helicopter that responded 
to the scene. Sinclair said while her partner, Deputy O’Hara was broadcasting to the 
deputies that there were civilians headed in the deputies direction, she saw something fly 


from the west door of the location and in the direction of the deputies who had positioned 
themselves in the yard west of the door.

The suspect approached Witness land asked him if he wanted to die by being cut 
with a box cutter, or by being shot. said the suspect motioned to his pants 
simulating he had a.gun in his waistband. an toward the front of the house to get 
away from the suspect. The suspect then grabbed some sort of metal object and threw it 
a ca: that was parked in the street. old the suspect he was going to call 


the police and the suspect said that he didn’t care. 


The suspect then fled the location on foot, and a short time later he returned to the front 
sidewalk of SB house. This time the suspect had a large metal pipe in his hands. 
The suspect began hitting the fence along the sidewalk, apparently trying to scare them. 
The suspect was yelling at him and o come over to them so he could rip their heads 
off. Coincidentally, a radio car with two deputies inside drove up as this incident was in 
progress. They flagged the deputies down and told them what had happened. While they 
spoke with the deputies, the suspect fled the scene on foot. 


He 
said he did not witness any portion of the shooting.

“Okay,” and then somewhat dismissed the suspect. The suspect went home and returned 
about ten or fifteen minutes later. The suspect then told lhe was going to kill him with 
the box cutter type knife he held in his hand.

M agged down the deputies and told them the suspect just fled on foot 
after he assaulted them. remained at the corner and did not go anywhere near the 
suspect's house. He saw numerous radio cars responding to the location but he did not see 
or hear anything that happened at the suspect's house.

incident between the suspect and deputies; however, he knows who the suspectis. He said 
the suspect is always walking up and down the street talking to himself. He added that he 
chooses not to have any interaction with the suspect because the suspect is “strange,” and 
he is afraid of the suspect.

time he had some sort of problem or argument with people at the corner. 


With the stick still in his hands, the suspect ran back toward his house and the deputies 
were behind him. The suspect stopped at his house, entered for a short time, and then 
reappeared in the front yard. The deputies pointed their guns at ect, and the 
suspect waved the stick around in his hand. WA the oer ill outside 
and she was crying and yelling something at the deputies like, “He's sick, he’s sick.” The 
suspect told hi: hat the deputies were going to shoot her and she needed to get 
back inside the house. aw the suspect produce a toy gun and heard him arguing 
with the deputies but he could not hear what was being said. MU plained that there 
was an ice cream truck in front of him and the music from the truck was playing. He could 


see the deputies saying something to the suspect and the suspect saying things back, but 
the music from the truck prevented him from hearing what was being said. 


The suspect's Bn exited the side door of the house and was yelling at the deputies 
about the suspect being sick. The suspect came out the side door, grabbed his, 

and told her to go back inside because they were going to shoot her. The suspect was 
waving his arm around with a large knife in one hand. At some point the suspect threw the 
knife at the deputies. Hic one deputy then fired at the suspect using a “big gun,” 
and then within a few seconds the other deputies started shooting at the suspect. 
explained that the shooting portion of this incident occurred very quickly and he was unable 
to recall the exact sequence of events, specifically whether or not the suspect threw the 
knife before or after the deputy shot the “big gun” at him.
